Mr. H yd e charges Mr. Frick with 
breach of faith in leading him to be­ 
lieve that th e Frick com m ittee w as 
“friendly” to him and w ith doing all 
he could to d issuade w itness from sell­ 
ing his stock , "at the sam e tim e,” as 
Mr. H yde said, “doing everyth ing on 
that, c o m m itte e he could to knife me 
and destroy th e value of that stock.”

892.20, or a profit of AIU,OOO.

from this the annual interest of *3,6(JU 
on the $60,OLO electric light bonds, leaves 
a net profit of $6,350.12 on tile* plant be­ 
side* the free lighting of the streets of 
the city. 
This service, which consists 
of si are light', would cost if the plant 
were owned by private parties, £80 a 
light a year, or $0,480. This sum added 
to tin* profit of $6,350 12, would make 
the enormous profit of £12,HJO. 12, which 
the city reaped from its light plant the 
past year. 
And not only was this great 
profit realized, a sum sufficient to pay- 
half of the cost of conducting the city 
government, but the light consumers 
received their service at the lowest 
rates charged anywhere in the state. 
And yet there are those who will ques- 
tion tho 
advisability 
of municipal 
ownership of the light plant. 
W hat stronger argument could be 
produced for the municipal ownership 
of the city water plant than the above 
figures of the light plant? 
Of course it 
could not be expected that such aston 
ishing results could result from the 
municipal 
ownership of 
the 
water 
plant, but there is no doubt that if the 
city owned its own water plant and ran 
it in connection with the lighting plant, 
that a saving in the operating expenses 
of both plants could be effected, and a 
water rate could be made, while not the 
lowest in tho state as tho light rate is, 
yet a great deal lower than the present 
rate, and the city could get its hydrant 
rental of over sd,OOO free. 
The citizens of the city should see to 
it that no settlemement of the water 
question should be made th a t did not 


c o n t e m p l a t e the municipal ownership 
of the plant.

Thoro was a good attendance at the 
meeting of the Commercial Club last 
night in tho club rooms and much of in­ 
terest was reported on and discussed, in 
fact, it was one of the best meetings 
th a t the club members have ever held 
and the results of the various commit­ 
tees are beginning to show in no small 
way, so that it may be safely predicted 
th a t within six months this club will 
have become so im portant a factor in 
the development of the city and county 
th at it will be well nigh indispensable 
in the conduct of public affairs. 
In the absence of President O’Brien, 
Vice President Henry I. Cohen was in 
the chair and after the reading of the 
minutes tho various committees, which 
had been assigned m atters to look up, 
were called upon. 


M AN UF A CT UR I NG 


The first called upon was the m anu­ 
facturing committee, of which Dr. J. L. 
Camp is at the head. The particular 
subject referred to this committee wa> 
tho cost of electric power for an electric 
light works and incidentally the m a t­ 
ter of a combination plant, electric light 
and water works, was mentioned last 
night. The doctor stated that the m at­ 
ter had been taken up, but definite in­ 
formation regarding the cost and main- 
tainence of a power plant of the kind 
mentioned was not at this time obtain­ 
able, largely on account of the difficulty 
that the committee experienced in get 
ting the large num ber of cities which 
they wrote to to furnish the informa­ 
tion, in fact, in most places 
where 
the city owns its own power 
plant 
tho business is in such shape til at it is 
hard to get the proper information. One 
municipality responded with an intel­ 
ligible and accurate report. 
T h at was 
New Ulm, and this report had been 
turned over to Supt. Peterson, of the lo­ 
cal plant, to make comparisons and 
furnish figures to the committee before 
the meeting last night, but this was not 
done. 
Information was also sought of 
Supt. J. P. Anderson, of the X. P. shops, 
but Dr. Camp reported that Mr. Ander­ 
son was unable to give the details th at 
were desired in making a com prehen­ 
sive investigation of the matter. 
I t was 
impossible therefore to give a satisfac­ 
tory report last night, but he was satis­ 
fied from the information already at 
hand that electric lights can be furnish­ 
ed as cheaply if not cheaper 
than 
furnished from the plant at the dam. 
The plant at New Ulna-cost about $60,- 
000 and the investment had been made 
to pay from the start and if anything 
was to be done at all the method pur­ 
sued there would be recommended. The 
doctor was granted further time. 


j T H E M ARK ET DAY 
V 


Chairman Henry I. Cohen, of the 
committee on city, schools and county, 
reported on 
m arket day. The 
last 
market day, he stated, was fully up to 


the standard of the two previous days 
and the committee was of the belief 
that it was a success and that the day 
has served in bringing the farmer and 
the merchant into closer relation. 
Al­ 
most 75 per cent of the stock brought 
in was sold and the local buyers showed 
their loyalty and gave as good if not 
better prices in some instances than tho 
outside buyers. 
All were satisfied Mr. 
Cohen thought and so far as to the cf 
feet the days have had in stimulating 
trade in tho city the merchants them ­ 
selves are best able to discern. 
Mr. 
Cohen while on this point referred to 
tho farmers’ institute to be conducted 
in this city Saturday by Dr. C urrier, 
which he believed was a direct result of 
the market day plan. 


T H E W A TE R WORKS 
The water works committee, headed 
by .J. M. Elder, reported on the progress 
in the matter of formulating some plans 
for the betterm ent of the present sys­ 
tem o rth o installation of an entirely 
new system. 
Hi' stated that this com­ 
mittee had met on various occasions and 
had gone over the ordinance proposed 
by Mr. Tighe. 
On the various points 
brought up in this ordinance the com­ 
mittee had sought information from 
fourteen different towns and cities to 
glean knowledge as to rates, costs, etc., 
etc. The data from these places has 
been scheduled and comparisons made 
with the conditions existing here. 
The 
committee has been spending consider­ 
able time on the matter of rates and try ­ 
ing to arrive at just what should bo the 
proper rati* here. The committee has 
also had several meetings with a sin ilar 
committee from the city council, and 
the opinion of the committee from the 
council was th at there should be some 
radical changes in the proposed Tighe 
ordinance. 
Some of these changes are 
entirely * foreign to flu* plans set down 
by Tighe so that it may be inferred th a t 
the city and Mr. Tighe are not very 
close together in the water works propo­ 
sition. 
Dr. Camp stated that the m at­ 
ter of a combination plant, for electricity 
and water supply, would be considered 
by his committee. 
Mr. Elder stated 
that eventually the water works com 
mittee, after he had gathered all the in­ 
formation necessary, would make a full 
and complete report. 


B R I D GE OV ER G U L L LAKE N A R RO WS 


Under the head of public imprave 
meats and good roads Mr. Elder also 
made a report on the proposed bridge 
across the (lull lake narrows. 
This pro­ 
posed bridge would be located between 
upper and lower (lull on section 16-135- 
29. This bridge would be about a mile 
west of the Crow Wing county line, 
which would really put it in Cass coun­ 
ty. The plans as drawn up provided 
for a pile bridge 200 feet long without 
the 
approaches. 
The 
best proposi­ 
tion the committee received for build- 
ingthis bridge was$4.50 per foot. There 
is a big settlement in the Stony Brook 
country th at would be brought to this 
city to do their marketing if this bridge 
was put in, but as it is now Pequot is 
getting the trade from that section. 
The people would come to Brainerd, for 
it was stated th a t it would shorten the 
present route here at least twelve miles 
The committee was given further time 
In connection with this subject Mr. 
Elder stated th a t he was planning on a 
general meeting of the overseers of the 
county this winter some time to discuss 
the good roads proposition. 


M U N I C I P A L L EA G UE 


The public affairs committee reported 
in favor of affiliating with the State 
Municipal league. Mr. Hemstead stated 
that it was an im portant m atter and 
that every city or municipality in the 
state of importance was affiliated with 
this league. The m atter wdl be taken 
up. 


R I V E R NAVIGATI ON 
Dr. J. L. Camp opened up a now field 
for thought last night, new at least to a 
majority of the members. 
It is in con­ 
nection with navigation on the Missis­ 
sippi river between here and G rand 
Rapids. 
Dr. Cam p and others were of j 
the opinion that if the aid of the gov- i 
ernment was solicited and the river 
made navigable between here and Ait­ 
kin that Brainerd would derive an in­ 
estimable benetit. 
The steamboat busi­ 
ness between Aitkin and Grand Rapids 
was cited and it was shown whereby it 
was one of the best things that the vil­ 
lage of Aitkin has to Jay. Thousands of 
tons of goods are freighted up the river 
annually. 
Now that the country is well 
settled between here and Aitkin there 
is no reason why navigation would not 
pay and it would give farmers along the 
river direct 
commercial 
intercourse 
with Brainerd. 
The m atter will be tak ­ 
en up witli congress at once and an ef 
fort made to clear the river of sweepers 
and “dead heads," 
On motion the m at­ 
ter was referred to the legislative com­ 
mittee. 
In this regard also Dr. Hemstead’s 
motion that a committee on “River N av­ 
igation" t;o appointed was unanimously 
passed. 


A D V E R T I S I N G 
I’. B. Nettleton, of the advertising 
committee, made a comprehensive re­ 
port of what was being done.
